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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on November 29, 2007, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

3. The examiner acknowledges the addition of new claims 46 and 47. The claim rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, 1 st paragraph for claims 25-45 have been overcome by the amendment and has hereby 
been withdrawn for consideration. The objection under 35 USC 132 (a) regarding the new matter in the 
specification is hereby withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment cancelling said subject matter out of 
the disclosure. 

4. Note the drawings were approved by the examiner on March 23, 2007 via the Office action 
Summary of the Non-Final Office Action of the said date. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment, filed November 29, 2007, with respect to 
claims 27-30 and 41-44 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 27-30 
and 41-44 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Leyrer et al (6,642,960) has been withdrawn. This rejection was applied 
specifically to the product of Leyrer et al as being identical with or only slightly different from the product 
in the instant claims. From applicant's arguments, it appears applicant is arguing that the products are 
different. The product of Leyrer et al is different from the instant product because the Leyrer et al product 
because of the method used will comprise degraded 1,4-PDA having sensitizer moieties and/or impurities 
from the reaction process comprising said sensitizers, while the instant invention is free from sensitizers 
and any other components that would materially affect the process as can be evidences by applicant's 
amended language in the instantly claimed process that irradiated or heated (thermal process) solution of 
1 ,4-disubsitituted PDA consist essentially of 1 ,4-disubstituted PDA in a polar solvent as instantly defined. 
Therefore the process and products as instantly claimed is deemed to be distinguished over that of the 
closest prior art in that it is free from residual sensitizer moieties and/or impurities and the process 
comprises only 1 ,4-disubstiuted PDA in a polar solvent as instantly claimed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter
